Ottawa would provide the col- 
lection machinery, and deduc-|

Premier Bennett's plan calls 
for Ottawa to reduce its per- 
sonal and corporation tax rates 
up .to the amount B.C. would 
levy. This would mean no tax 
increases. 

He tgif the conference that 
B.C. feels the provinces are en 
titled to get as much from the 
income tax fields as they would 


receive if tax rates levied hy the 
provinces in 1941 were again 
put in effect.

Ottawa now collects the tax, 
and pays half the amount 
the provinces. In B.C.’s case, 
the province will receive about 
$1,000,000 from the tax in the 
current fiscal year. 

In addition to the immediate 
$1,000,000 gain if Ottawa agreed 
to vacate this tax field, B.C 
would stand to gain many more 
millions in the not too distant 
future. 

For the power tax also ap- 
plies to companies engaged in 
the distribution of natural gas 
Construction of West-Coast’s 
natural gas pipeline is sched 
uled to start almost immedi- 
ately, so the province could 
count on expanding revenues 
from this source. 

Premier Bennett also asked 
Ottawa te allow provincial taxes 
on the net income of mining and 
logging operations to be -de- 
ducted from federal income tax, 
and said the same deductibility 
should apply to net income of 
firms engaged in natural gas 
and petroleum operations. 

On the question of highways 
Premier Bennett .asked the fed 
eral government to contribute 
to the only of the 
Trans-Canada Highway, but to 
“a main trunk highway devel 
opment program in the prov 
inces.” 

He said that federal partici 
pation. “should be based on a 
formula which will make allow 
ance. for topographical and 
other conditions which contrib 
ute to higher construction and 
maintenance and to a 
larger road mileage.” 

He also wants the new for 
mula to be retroactive in re 
gard to Trans-Canada highway 
costs, now split 50-50. 

This proposal would have con- 
siderable impact in B.C. Road- 
building in the Fraser Canyon 
section of the Trans-Canada has 
$1,000,000 a mile in some 
locations, and rugged mountain- 
ous_territory from the Alberta 
boundary to Victoria 
has shoved Trans-Canada costs 
in B.C. far above the average 
for other provinces.

Premier Bennett also asked 
for federal financial aid in econ- 
struction of “pioneer roads” to 
open up undeveloped mining and 
forest resources 

BC.’s brief asked that pro- 
visions of the Prairie Farm Re 
habilitation Act be broadened to 
include agricultural reclamation 
irrigation, dyking, drainage 
erosion ~- control, flood - control, 
and land clearing, “and be made 
applicable..to the province of 
British Columbia.” 

On health insurance, the prem 
jer said B.C. recommends that 
the conference “agree in prin 
ciple upon the desirability of a 
health program adaptable to the 
requirements of. the individual 
provinces, and that such a plan 
make provision for medical, den 
tal and pharmacextical ’ ser 
vices.” 

Premier Bennett said Ottawa 
should pay 50 per cent of the 
cost of any stage of such a 
health plan “to the extent that 
they have been or may be 
adopted by a province to meet 
its special requirements.” 

“British Columbia is of the 
opinion that-the-time is oppor 
tune to introduce a national 
health. plan,” he said 

“British Columbia recom 
mends that any province which 
is willing to participate a 
health program should not be 
retarded by the refusal of 
others to participate.” 

Final two points in the brief 
dealt with the need for improv 
ing credit facilities available to 
municipal governments, “which 
will make possible municipal 
borrowing at low interest rates 
and a recommendation that a 
fact-finding and consultative 
continuing committee of tech- 
nical officials of the federal and 
provincial governments be 
up.

Calculating these figures in 
rough form, The Financial Post notes 
that the two transcontinental rail- 
way systems paid their 194,000 em- 
ployées $667 millions in wages last 
year. An increase of 18 per cent in 
this amount would. cost “somebody 
about 3100 millions. i 

The whole question in this wage 
dispute, so far_as the nation is con- 
cerned, is where the extra. money 
“wou? come from: . 

Las* year, as -The Post recalls, 
was considered a good year for the 
Canadian railways. Thiegganadian 
National and Canadian Pacific sys- 
tems _ received $1,100 millions in 
revenues. Their operating costs were 
$1,038: millions 

They thus retained a little more 
than $60 millions ‘to meet their fixed 
charges, to pay moderate dividends 
in the case of the C.P.R.- and only 
some of the interest on the recently 
reduced debt charges of the C.N.R 
Actually, says The Post, the C.N.R 
incurred a deficit of almost $29 mil- 
lions and the C.P.R. a credit of $2.8 
millions

The money simply isn’t there. “Take | 
all the gross earnings the railway 
made last year,” says The Post,:for- 
get about interest charges, taxes and 
dividends, and there is still not nearly 
enough money.”

It | 
can be tapped to pay increased rail- 
way costs by way of subsidy and 
that, no doubt, is the hope of the rail- 
way unions. 

As the wage negotiations proceed 
we may be sure that the pressure for 
more subsidies, in addition to the 
existing subsidies, will increase. If | 
the pressure succeeds all the Cana- 
dian people, as taxpayers, must’ su 
sidize the wages of group 
workers. If one group, why not other 
groups of workers who are paid much 
less than the railway workers? Who 
can foresee the end of this dizzy

France and the UN 


O THE MANY SERIOUS PROB- 

lems afflicting the French Gov- 
ernment has been added the decision 
of the United Nations to debate the 
question of Algeria. 

Britain, the United States and 
Canada, among others, were opposed 
to this move, but a majority of the 
Assembly, including Russia, favored 
examination of the problem. 

The political work of the United 
Nations is confined, by the charter, 
to’ questions affecting international 
relations. Domestic. matters do not 
come within its terms of reference. 

It is difficult, therefore, to see 
how Algeria falls within the scope of 
the Assembly, since that territory is 
considered as a part-of metropolitan 
France, sends representatives to the 
French parliament. in Paris, and- in 
almost all respects is treated as an 
extension of the mainland republic. 

Morocco and Tunisia, being 
French protectorates, might produce 
better reasons for UN action, but 
Algeria is in a different category. 

The annoyance of the French 
Government is therefore understand- 
able, although the precipitate with- 
drawal of the French delegates from 
the UN Assembly is unfortunate. As 
Canada’s External Affairs Minister 
Lester Pearson says, it is to be hoped 


that the incident will not 
France “to weaken her support for 
the principle of co-operation among 
states through international 
zations . in other words, with- 
draw completely from the UN 

The General Assembly decision 
was close, 28 to 27. The vote raises 
again the whole question of UN bal- 
loting. There has been considerable 
criticism of the voting system, in that 
a small country such as Panama or 
Nicaragua can Offset the vote of a 
great power such as Britain, the 
United States or Russia 

While in one sense this procedure 
follows the democratic ideal of equal 
voice, in another it is a departure 
from that ideal, since the responsi- 
bility. for coping with a world situa- 
tion that might be precipitated by 
the small nations’ vote . must _in- 
evitably fall on the great powers 

In this respect, French spokes 
men are already pointing out _that_in 
the General Assembly today Europe 
has but seven votes, while the A 
nations control 16 and South Amer- 
ica can produce a bloc of 23 

Although the UN will discuss 
Algeria it is not. likely that any 
drastic action will follow. The loss 
of France from the world organiza- 
tion would be too heavy a price to 
pay.
